Introduction

I Rajsingh Ramanjulu do swear and affirm that this packet 
contains information to be true. I married a woman from 
Hyderabad, India name Sri Vani Sulam who I sponsored. 
Unfortunately she left me three months after arriving to 
America. I filed for divorce after consulting my lawyer, but she 
would not sign it until given 10,000 dollars, to pay her debt. 
She has been asking for 10,000 dollars throughout marriage. She 
accumulated this amount before our marriage, and I was not aware 
of it until few days after we were married. She married Jon 
Macphee shortly after her two year conditional green card 
expired. They may be residing at the following address: 113

number is 240-660-7802. 


I am trying to move on with my life, and found several 
proposals from India and the West Indies. I may be going to 
Trinidad with my family this December to marry a woman there. 
Howbeit there are two problems I am facing. Firstly, Sri Vani 
Sulam is defaming my character making it hard to marry someone 
within my community. Secondly, I cannot sponsor another person. 
I signed an affidavit of support for Sri Vani, and cannot 
sponsor another bride until she returns to India or if the 
affidavit is void. I have attached an outline of key events of 
my marriage, a detailed account of what has transpired for you 
to review, and a summary of points indicating my marriage to be 
fraudulent. I also have attached some supporting documents.

OUTLINE OF KEY MARRIAGE EVENTS 


1. Rajsingh Ramanjulu and Sri Vani Sulam married in 
Secunderabad, India on May 5, 2014 at Church of South India 
in the absence of Rajsingh Ramanjulu's relatives and in the 
absence of Srivani relatives 

a. Marriage was a large wedding, but a register marriage 
was promised 

b. Sri Vani claimed the guests and family friends as 
relatives. 

c. Marriage was forced upon Rajsingh 

2.Sri Vani agreed to the following verbal prenuptial 
agreements that were all breeched. 

a. Agreed to not having sex until a wedding ceremony is 
done in the presence of Rajsingh's relatives 

b. Agreed to serve in the ministry as a Baptist 
Missionary with Rajsingh Ramanjulu 

C. Agreed to live as joint family with my parents as I 
raise funds for the ministry 

d. Agreed to work as a DBA to contribute to the family 
finances 

e. Agreed to return to India if the marriage did not work 
to live as a nun (requesting no money). 

3. Sri Vani Seduced men to prove she was faithful by not 
eloping with them 

a. Before her marriage seduce her brother's friend 

b. After her marriage she seduce Rajsingh's friend 
Sudharshan 

c. While Rajsingh was in America she seduced her best 
friend's husband, Srikar Mija 

4. Sri Vani took all measures to keep herself from being 
pregnant (falling down stairs, morning after pill) 

5. Sri Vani kept asking 10,000 dollars (A debt she accumulated 
before marriage) throughout the marriage. 

6. Sri Vani upon arriving to America demanded the following: 

a. Another house in Pennsylvania 
b. Bank account 
C. Allowance to pay the debt of 10,000 dollars 


7. Sri Vani try to kill herself because her demands were not 
met 
a. Sent to state hospital for evaluation 
b. Took her things and went to Samuel Ramanjulu's house, 
uncle of Rajsingh 
c. Rajsingh took her to Extended Stay America. 
i. Sri Vani refused to relocated to Florida with 
Rajsingh 
ii. Sri Vani refused to go back to the house in 
Pennsylvania 
iii. Sri Vani refused to go to India with Rajsingh or 
without him 
iv. Sri Vani chose to leave with Gary Butler - after 
three months cohabitation with Rajsingh 
8. Sri Vani with Gary Butler as her spokesman demanded a house 
in Pennsylvania and alimony. 
a. Rajsingh divorce Sri Vani 
b. Sri Vani asked 10,000 dolllars which negotiated to 
9,000 to in the divorce decree 
c. Sri Vani agree not to contact Rajsingh's relatives in 
the divorce decree (contact breached) 
9. Sri Vani left for Maryland 
a. Married Jon Macphee after two year conditional visa 
expired. 
b. Sri Vani through other family members threatening 
Rajsingh with false accusations. 
10. Rajsingh Ramanjulu unable to remarry a woman from 
India or West Indies. 
a. Sri Vani is still in America, not allowing Rajsingh 
to sponsor another woman 
b. Sri Vani is continuing to defame the character of 
Rajsingh among the Indian and West Indian community. 
c. Sri Vani breached divorced terms by contacting 
Rajsingh's family. 


Summary of Events 


Few days after my marriage to SriVani Sulam, She was asking for 
10,000 USD to pay off debts. I came to know my wife was flirting 
with my friend. I have audio messages to verify. The theme of 
their conversation is to use me to America, and then run away 
together. Then when I left to go to America, she was flirting 
with her best friend's husband. We had many arguments over the 
phone and when she finally came to America she was unwilling to 
be part of the family. My wife came here on a 2 year conditional 
green card. She immediately requested another house and 10,000 
USD to pay off a debt. 


She refused to move to another state costing me too loose two 
jobs. After one argument she left the house. I told her lets go 
to India or to Florida for some time. She refused and asked for 
money and a house. She later lived with a man name Garry Butler 
who supposed shelters shattered and abused women supported by 
Valley Forge Baptist Temple, a church in Collegeville Pa which I 
was raised in. He informed he is also a psychologist and or 
therapist. 


I also later learned she had backup men near Pennsylvania. I 
divorce her suggested by a lawyer. She asked 9,000 dollars in 
order to sign the divorce papers. Close to two years, she 
married Jon Macphee. She continued to contact my relatives 
breaching the divorce terms. 


Detail of Events 


Name: Rajsingh Maddela Ramanjulu 
Occupation: Math Teacher at S.L Jones Christian Academy 


I, Rajsingh Maddela Ramanjulu, swear or affirm the bellow 
testimony to be true: 


My father, Peter Paul and mother, Charmaine Paul went to 
Hyderabad, India on December 2013 for a vacation. They went to 
JCNM Church (known for many fraudulent marriages which I later 
found out) looking for a bride for me. They came across a girl, 
named Srivani Sulam that they liked, who professed to be a 
Christian. Eventually I started talking to her via Skype, Viber, 
and Whatsapp, and she seemed to be a Christian girl. She was 
adamant in making sure I lived in Pennsylvania and asked if 
Pennsylvania was close to Maryland, Delaware and Illinois. I 
agreed to visit India to see her for myself. However the visit 
plan was changed to into a small wedding ceremony (her request) 
to be officiated in America. She agreed as a verbal prenuptial 
agreement that she would serve in the ministry as a Baptist 
Missionary with me, to live as joint family with my parents as I 
raise funds for the ministry, work as a DBA to contribute to the 
family finances, no sex until the marriage is officiated in 
front of all Family members in India upon receiving a visa to 
America, and that she would return to India if the marriage did 
not work to live as a nun (requesting no money). I agreed, being 
content with those answers. 


I went to India alone, expecting a register marriage and 
returning later once she received her visa to have a large 
marriage with all family members present, to see if she is a 
good person. I was met with shock to see all pre-wedding rituals 
being done in a large scale. I was terrified because this was a 
large wedding, with only her friends and no family members of 
her own expect her mom's sister. Marriage cards were given to 
everyone except my relatives her who were in America and hers. 


The wedding was held at the Church of South India in 
Secunderabad, a type of Anglican Church. She was not a member of 
the church before I went to India; she quickly gained membership 
for the marriage. She and I went once after the marriage and 
never returned. 


No one in my family knew about the marriage. When my relatives 
came to know about it, they shunned me. Furthermore her aunt 
Hannah (I later learned she was not her aunt) pulled me aside, 
tell me and Srivani to consummate the marriage. She kept asking 
Srivani to have sex with me until she did. Her aunt made sure I 
had married Srivani and made me promise to bring them all to 
America one day. I was in a foreign country, not knowing how to 
speak the language. I had no option but to marry her, I was not 
willing. I was scared for my life and had to oblige. 


When I spent the first few nights with Srivani, she would often 
ask about how she would pay a debt of 10,000 USD. I would say it 
is not my responsibility; it is now your brother's. She at night 
would rape me, and I could say nothing about it. I sometimes 
would push her away but she would come upon me. She was even 
willing to rape me with her brother in the same room. 


I also notice her to be vain, materialistic, inhospitable, and 
not a homemaker. She dreaded going to church in the morning. Her 
brothers and their friends would care for me as she slept into 
the afternoon. I was very upset at this behavior and left the 
house until evening. When I returned, her Mother, Padmalatha 
Sulam and Stepmother, Sebastian begged me not to leave Srivani. 


Srivani knew, I was catching onto her behavior and planed a 
scheme. She was flirting with my friend Sudharashan, I have the 
audio recordings of that discussion, in the Telugu language. 
When she found out I knew about it, she quickly told me she was 
faithful to me and would not leave me. The theme of the 
conversation between Srivani and Sudharshan is their plan to run 
away together once they both were in America. Sudharshan my 
friend will use me in order to enter America and then run away 
with her. I later came to know she did this with one of her 
brother's friend and later with her best friend's husband, 
Srikar Mija, while I was in America. 


When I returned to America she demanded money for many expenses 
which accumulated to about 20,000 dollars. She refused to go to 
Baptist or similar church doctrinally and prepare for the 
ministry. I had a responsibility to bring her to America and try 
to reform her; however, she wanted money to pay off her debt of 
10,000 and spending money. She also was pregnant; she threw 
herself down the stairs to induce an abortion conveniently at a 
Hospital. She told me she bled profusely. She was at the 
hospital because her brother was sick and I was paying for his 
medical expenses which she pleaded for. I later found out she 
did not want to have a baby. One of her friends gave her a 
strong pill to also induce abortion. 


We would constantly argue over finances during her stay in India 
as I waited for her visa. A second cousin of mine named Steffi 
Reddy, who I was going to marry, but cancelled after I found out 
she was separated from her husband, would talk to Srivani. Being 
honest to Srivani I told her what happened and showed her the 
messages between me and Steffi. Srivani not being satisfied with 
that went on her own accord to Steffi house to inquire about me. 
Steffi said I was gay and not a man. Srivani told me she did not 
believe her and would stay with me. However she would tell 
others the opposite after our divorce. 


I sent her and her brother to go to Oracle DBA School, so she 
could be independent after she came to America. She came up with 
excuses not to attend the first time, but I paid again and she 
attended the classes a second time until completion. She is well 
qualified to earn a good living. I was trying my best to make 
her independent in America, promising to teach her driving when 
she arrives. 


After staying in America for a few days, she asked for money to 
pay her debt and another house to live away from my parents. I 
told her to focus on preparing to work as a DBA and learn the 
ropes here. She had no interest in becoming a part of my family 
or having one. She often chose to be alone isolated from me and 
my parents. She would be on the computer all day talking to her 
mother or running the finances in India over the phone. In doing 
so she neglected to do house chores and assist my mother who was 
recovering from surgery. She did not want to work as a DBA. 


Good Friday, I was called to preach at a Baptist church which 
she refused to go to; because it was Baptist. She refused to go 
and instead went out with friends to dinner in apparel not 
suitable for a minister's wife. That night I tried to explain 
what she did was wrong, which she refuse to accept. I would call 
her relatives (the ones who she claim to be family) begging them 
to talk to her; however no one could convince her. 


My mother asked Srivani if she still wanted to serve in the 
ministry. Srivani, said that she does not want to serve in the 
ministry. My mother was also surprised to see that Srivani could 
not cook, or clean as she said could before marriage. I tried 
to convince her to serve in the ministry but she continued to 
refuse. As per cooking and cleaning, I and my mother showed her 
many times, but she was unwilling to learn. She asked for me to 
be a stay home husband and she will find a job. 


Srivani knowing she was in a bad situation called her paternal 
aunt Radha, who I had no idea existed for a recipe. Srivani told 
me earlier she had no relatives on her father's side. While her 
aunt was on the phone, I took the opportunity asking her aunt if 
she knew about her uncle Raju, who would give her money. Her 
aunt said he is no relative, and that Srivani is telling a lie 
to me. Her aunt Radha told me, I was scammed into this marriage. 
She was angry and told me I should not have married her. Her 
aunt was shocked why a prestigious family would marry Srivani, 
who came from a family that would rob Peter to pay Paul. I 
finally understood why the debt accumulated to 10,000 dollars. 
However I did not understand at this time she was going rob me 
to pay Paul. Her aunt was furious why she was not invited to the 
wedding since she lived in the same city where the wedding was 
held. I told her, Srivani said all her relatives died. Her aunt 
told me that her brothers died because they were involved in 
illegal trade, but they are many other family members that 
should have been invited. I was heartbroken this, I begged her 
aunt to help me change Srivani. She spoke to Srivani over the 
phone and told her to be good to me. I was sad when I found out 
Raju gave money to Srivani because she would play the role of a 
Hindu goddess for money. She deceive me by saying these donators 
are family. I was disappointed to know this, because she claimed 


to be Christian. I encouraged myself in the Lord and continued 
to help change her into a good woman. 


I took her to a job interview I had in Texas as a vacation. 
Unfortunately, after my interview she was very upset. She told 
me she did not want to go to Texas, she did not want to be in 
the ministry; she wants to stay in Pennsylvania. I had to 
decline the pastoral position, because of her attitude which 
would not allow me to bring to church. I later learned she 
wanted to be in Pennsylvania because her friends were close by 
to go to. 


After returning from Texas, she asked for monthly allowances to 
pay for her debt which I decline. She also started to hide her 
passport, jewelry, and various identity cards from India. I told 
her to focus on getting a job as a DBA, which she would 
procrastinate in doing. One night she was asking for money and 
why I cannot give it to her. She was so angry that she harmed 
herself by hitting her head against a stone lamp until she bled. 
I was surprised how someone can go to such extent for money. 


I called the police and they told me to send her to the state 
hospital for psychological evaluation. The hospital called soon 
after asking me to pick her up. I was shaken by the experience 
and afraid to bring her at night and decided to pick her up in 
the morning. When I came late to get her from the state 
hospital, she refused to return home with me or my father. The 
Police escorted her to my house for the last time and she packed 
up her things and went to my uncle, Samuel Ramanjulu's house. 
Her relatives begged her over the phone to stay with me, but she 
would not listen to them. After she Left, I went to my bedroom 
and found documents hidden in various spots, containing bank 
accounts numbers to send money to India. I had told her to leave 
all that to her brother before coming to America. 


I visited her at my uncle house, begging her to return but she 
demanded money, allowance, and separate bank account. She also 
demanded a house in addition to the one we were living at. She 
refused to leave until she was given another house. She stated 
that we were under watch by a woman's organization. If we did 

not please her, she would report us for abuse. She was calling 


them constantly to inform them what was occurring two to five 
times a day. My father and uncle were falling at her feet 
begging her to calm down. I had a panic attack when I saw my 
elders being humiliated for my marriage. My brother, Rakesh 
Ramnjulu took me to the emergency room. Srivani did not contact 
to me or call me to find out about my wellbeing. I had to cancel 
my flight as I had made reservation to rent a home in Texas. I 
had Lost another job in Texas because I was trying to save my 
marriage. 


In order for her to leave my uncle's house, I told her I bought 
a home in Pennsylvania but it needs some repairing. I suggested 
staying at the 'Extended Stay America' Hotel for the time being, 
which she agreed. She was constantly asking for money. She was 
also black mailing me and my parents to get what she asked for. 


She told me if the marriage is not working she will leave. I 
explained to her to come with me to Florida, I will enroll her 
in a school and bring her brother as a student. She did not like 
what I said; she demanded to stay in Pennsylvania. On the third 
day with my brother present, I asked her to return back home 
with my parents, to come to Florida with me, return to India 
together, or return to India alone. She refused all options and 
said she will find a way on her own. She went to live with a man 
named Garry Butler (I saw her leave with him). 


Garry Butler also told me to get her a house where she wants, a 
phone, bank account, social security number, and hand over to 
him the receipt of the I-797 form so he can get the green card 
for her. I had faith she would return and gave him what he asked 
for and postponed my trip to Florida as I was thinking what to 
do. The reason for my trust is that he was sponsored by Valley 
Forge Baptist Temple in Collegeville Pa. This is a church where 
I grew up in and have attended their private academy since 2"! 
grade until high school graduation. The address of the church is 
as follows:

Garry Butler informed that he is a preacher, psychologist and or 
therapist who can diagnose and administer medications if 


necessary. I trusted him believing SriVani to have some 
psychological issues. I being in the medical field gave him my 
observations which were not looked over. 


During her stay with Garry Butler she was asking for money and 
also requesting alimony. She was refusing to return to the house 
until she had her own house. I spoke to my lawyer, Nicholas 
Meter, he said the sensible thing is to divorce her to free you 
from alimony and have sanity of mind. Though being a Christian I 
do not believe in divorce I had no choice because she refused to 
be with me, and she will be a liability if anything happens to 
her. I signed it and left for Florida entrusting my lawyer to 
handle the situation. I explained to her family what I was 
doing. I explained I still love her and still am married in 
front of God, but did this for legal safety because she refuses 
to live with me. Her brother, Raj (goes by John), said negative 
things to me out of anger, since then I have not heard from her 
family. 


Srivani would not sign the divorce papers and supporting 
documents until she received her 10,000 dollars which was 
negotiated to 9,000 dollars. She signed the divorce paper and 
supporting documents implying she would not contact any of my 
family members (which she has breached) and that we would not be 
liable for her hereon. She also refused to give back the 
conditional marriage gifts such as wedding ring and wedding 
necklace. She then left with Gary Butler her accomplice and 
moved to Maryland. Near the two year mark of the expiration of 
her conditional green card she married Jon Macphee from 
Gaithersburg, Md. I now understand why she refused to go to 
Florida or Texas because she had a backup plan to stay in 
Maryland. 


I texted Margaret Macphee, the mother of Jon Macphee via 
Facebook, she confided that Srivani divorced me because I am gay 
and my second cousin Steffi called her, telling her she did not 
marry me because I am gay. If Srivani believed me to be gay and 
knew about it before she came to America, then there is no 
reason to come to America. I have attached various evidences for 
you to look over. I believe Srivani to be staying at the 
following address:

Lastly, I love Srivani Sulam I done everything for her. I tried 
to make the marriage work; I supported her and her family while 
she was in India. Though we had arguments, I humbled myself for 
my marriage. When she fell down the stairs to abort the child, I 
forgave her. When she was talking to other men (Sudharashan my 
friend, Srikar her friend's husband, and her brother's friend) I 
overlooked it and believed her. When I realized she lied to me 
about cooking, cleaning, and her Christian faith; I tried my 
best to teach by being an example and taking her to Bible 
classes. I loved her and tried to make children with her, but 
she never conceived due to some pills she hid from me. I wanted 
to build a family together, but she did not want that. I wanted 
to serve the Lord as Missionary in Guyana, but she did not want 
that. 


When she Left my house after three months of cohabitation, I 
tried my best to make things right by going after her. When she 
asked for her immigration paper work, I gave it to her through 
Gary Butler. When I sent the letter of divorce (after relocating 
to Florida), I told her family. I am doing this for legal 
protection as suggested by my lawyer and parents, and I will 
cancel the divorce if she chooses to return to me in Florida. I 
will forever be married to her in front of Jesus Christ as I 
took vows before God. When she asked for the 10,000 dollars in 
order to divorce, I accepted and gave it to her. I was 
devastated, because I finally realized what the goal of the 
marriage was. I gave it to her because she is my wife and I 
should not leave her without money. 


I was thinking to annul the marriage, but I wanted to wait two 
years. I was praying during these years she would come back to 
me. I still love her even though she married another man. 
However my wait is over, she will never come back to me. I lost 
my love, my career in the ministry (I am disqualified due to my 
divorce and can never pastor again), my extended family (The 


forced marriage story was never relayed to my family, they were 
upset they were not invited resulting in a shunning), and my 
home in Pennsylvania. I share whatever love I have left with my 
dog, Romi. I dream of what little pleasant memories I had with 
Srivani even it was only a scheme to use me. Her picture is kept 
in my Bible as I pray for her daily to change. 


As a citizen of the United States it is my responsibility to 
inform you with what has happen and leave it up to you to do 
what it right. Furthermore, I am looking to marry a woman from 
Trinidad but cannot sponsor her because of Srivani. She chose to 
stay in America, instead of returning to India after the 
divorce, which void the affidavit of support. I came to know 
about her being in America, due to my unsuccessful attempts in 
trying to remarry within the East and West Indian community. I 
was informed by East and West Indian community that Srivani has 
been defaming me and the character of my family. It would also 
be unfair to remarry a woman from America knowing that Srivani 
will be my responsibility.

KEY SIGNS OF MY MARRIAGE BEING FRADULANT 


Difference in religion. I am a fundamentalist Baptist born 
again believer. Srivani is not a fundamentalist or of any 
protestant/evangelic denomination. 


Different social class or cultural background. I belong to 
an affluent family well known among the Christian 
community. Srivani comes from a poor family, known for 
illegal trade. 


Unequal educational background. I have bachelors, masters, 
and was attending Medical School. Srivani did not finish 
college. 


Different addresses. Srivani was living with Gary Butler 
for about five months before the divorce. 


Same house, but no actual interaction. Srivani would not 
interact with the family. She usually would be in her room 
lying in bed watching the ceiling fan spin. She would be in 
the bedroom watching cartoons on the tablet as I watched 
television with the family downstairs. She would not come 
to church to see me preach. 


Secret marriage. Her paternal relatives were not present 
for the marriage. I was forced into marriage without my 
relatives present, resulting in family shunning for the 
last three years. 


All-too-convenient timing of marriage. She married Jon 
Macphee around the time her two year conditional green card 
would have expired. 


Attempts to manufacture evidence of shared life right 
before the interview. She was demanding bank accounts and a 
house. 


Marriage soon after you met. I married three days after 
meeting her personally by force and force to consummated 
the marriage 


Noncitizen comes from a country with a history of 
immigration fraud. She comes from a church named JCNM which 
currently has many cases against it for fraudulent 
marriages. 


No children if woman is of childbearing age. I had tried to 
have children with her and she was pregnant at one time’ 
but she found ways not give birth. 


Impoverished U.S. citizen or resident petitioner. Srivani 
did not work but controlled the finances of the house. Had 
accumulated a debt of 10, 000 USD 


History of crimes, fraud, or lies by either spouse. Srivani 
lied about many things. Most notably the following. 


o About her paternal relatives 

o Attending a fundamentalist church 

o Raju (supposed uncle) worshiping her as a goddess 
o Being able to be a fundamentalist pastor's wife. 
o Adopted baby that disappeared. 


o About her education 


Letter to Garry Butler 


Greetings in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, 


Although we met at outside, I wanted to give you better 
information on myself. My Name is Raj, born and raised in 
Pennsylvania. I attended Valley Forge Baptist Temple Academy and 
was a member of the church there during my adolescence. I then 
went to Pensacola Christian College, Liberty University and 
Inter American University obtaining a BS in Evangelism, BS in 
Nursing, M.Div in Apologetics, and was pursing Medicine. My 
heart is to serve the Lord and prior to my marriage I was 
looking for a spouse who would be willing to join me on the 
mission field. 


My parents selected a girl, and I asked her three questions via 
Skype. First being, do you love the Lord? Second, are you 
willing to be a Pastor's wife? Lastly, will you live with my 
family as we prepare. I was ecstatic when she said, yes. 
However, I was unaware of all the trials that we both would have 
to face. 


As per my wife, let me give you some backdrop info about her. 
Her name is Sri Vani Sulam, Her father's name is Radha and her 
mother's is Lalta. Lalta was born into a rich home, where even 
her hair was brushed for her. She has difficulties understanding 
the realities of the world and is drawn to prosperity theology 
churches, and a poor communicator. She is not loyal to one 
church and believes the Lord can be bargained with fasts and 
long prayers. 


Radha, did not see his wife as his equal mentally and had an 
affair with Sri Vani's tutor, "Sabbi". He impregnated her and to 
make his sin, right. He requested Lalta to give him back the 
wedding chain (equivalent to wedding ring) so that he may place 
it on Sabbi. He basically had his own unofficial marriage 
ceremony. 


Lalta Lived with her children in one house, while Sabbi lived in 
another. Lalta went to work while Sri Vani worked doing small 
jobs on the street. She sold newspapers and swept the streets, 
and with whatever small money.. she cooked for her baby brother. 
At times she would hear her father being intimate with Sabbi 
while she slept in the next room with her mother. Her mother 
would cry and pretend not to hear the noises. 


Her father died when she was about 16 and was forced to raise 
her step brother, her own brother, and her uncle's three 
daughters. She decided from this point onward, that her life no 
longer would be difficult. She lived life in debt up to 5-10 
Lakhs (11,000 — 20,000 USD by , "robbing Peter to pay Paul”) 
Though they do not make enough to pay the bills, they live the 
life of a middle class family. 


SriVani managed the Finances by robbing Peter to pay Paul, She 
became the master of the house ruling her Mother, Step Mother, 
sibling and half sibling. She knew not the outside world and 
protected herself by keeping herself from growing up. She only 
wanted to live in luxury and fantasy. 


PROBLEMS: 


I realized before my Marriage there were problems with Sri Vani, 
but was unaware if my assumptions were correct. She is 
compulsive, I was to be engaged on March 3, 2014 by having a 
registered marriage attended by 10 people. However Sri Vani was 
unable to understand my request for engagement as marriage would 
disqualify me as a Missionary (with FIM in Allentown) at that 
moment. I asked her to wear a white sari, as per my family 
custom and I would bring a gold coin for her marriage chain. I 
explained when she comes to the USA a grand wedding could be 
performed as per her request. 


She was compulsive and had 2 wedding dresses made, intimidated 
me to bring more gold than requested, ceremony in the largest 
church, and with an attendance of over 500 people ( without any 
of my relatives). This is one of many examples that occurred up 
to this day of her compulsive behavior to have her way, despite 
of the realities of hardship others may face. 


When her petitions are not met she develops a tantrum that is 
very difficult to pacify. She may become depressed, and isolate 
herself in a room, waiting for her family to hand feed her. She 
may act out vocally, by yelling at her siblings. She has even 
hit them when she is angered enough. She even at one point threw 
pots and pans running in the streets without anyway to bridle 
her rage. An example of this would be this past week where she 
hit herself with a lamp; trying to commit suicide. She did this, 
as a way to gain attention and sympathy. She has a few times 
voiced her desire to commit suicide to experience freedom. 


She is also a compulsive liar, she does this to manipulate 
people or protect herself; and sadly I feel she believe her lies 
to be true. Example of this would be concerning her passport. 
She had hidden her passport to stir problems in the house. When 
she had hit herself with the lamp, I called for the Ambulance in 
fear. The trooper asked where her passport was, and she informed 
him that we had it. We told the trooper she is lying. Under 
false pretenses by giving up to her wishes, she presented the 
passport to my brother. 


She is a destroyer of friendships and of kinship relations. 
Within a span of three months, she ruined the friendship of her 
brother with his friend. She did this by stating he fancied her. 
She did this again, with my best man, and she did this again 
with her best friend's husband. I believe she showed signs of 
interest in them and they fell for her game. She seized the 
opportunity and recorded their conversations, to show their sin 
and her supposed righteousness (although I assumed she 
instigated it) she is also an active listener, so that she may 
cause problems in other homes. Example, she heard me speaking 
about my cousin's tattoos or hair style and asked my aunt a 
question related to that which hurt her. 


I want to conclude that she shows the following characteristics, 
which seem closely related to one being bipolar.

I and my Family are deeply frighten of her, and by the harm she 
can afflict on us, during her manic phases. I wish to be 
restored to her, if she is diagnosed with whatever ailment she 


may have, and prescribed medication. On top of that, a humble 
heart of repentance. She is also needs to learn to forgive and 
to let go of stubbornness, ego, selfishness, and the love of 
material goods (such as the gold she is carrying with her right 
now) than I am more than willing to go to marriage counseling 
thereafter. If she desires to go back to India, I am alright 
with that and will pay her air expense. I do not know how long I 
can wait before I report this to Immigration, since she is on a 
conditional marriage visa and I feel she married me for a green 
card. This is why she is with you and looking for a way to live 
without me and have a job.

Kandula, Neeraja Paul, Archie Paul, Vijay Ramanjulu, Suneetha 
Ramanjulu, Reethika Nayar, and Kapil Nayar, 


Herein called "The Defendants" have decided to send this letter as a first 
warning. 


The Defendants are well educated, respected professionals in the 
community and have earned positive reputation. The Defendants have 
learned that you have engaged in spreading false, destructive, and 
defamatory rumors about them. 


Under Pennsylvania law, it is unlawful to engage in defamation of another's 
character and reputation. Defamation consists of: 


(1) a statement that tends to injure reputation 
(2) communicated to another; and 
(3) that the speaker knew or should have known was false. 


Your defamatory statements involved the audio message sent to several 
peopie on Facebook. 


The Defendants have responded in their own words as follows: 


"You had requested our help Stating that your father was forcing you to 
marry a girl (relative) whom you did not wish to marry. We tried to help 
you. We mentioned the same thing to your father. Your father got mad 
because you said 'yes' for the proposed marriage in the beginning and said 
'no' later. When we stopped assisting, you reached out to the Pastor of the 
church for help. The Pastor, thinking that no one was helping you, reached 
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out to one of us to help you. Again, we relayed he Pastor's words to your 
father. Though your father knew the truth, told the girl's parents that you 
were okay with the alliance and we were blocking it. If that was true, why 
did you seek the Pastor's help? You played a double game there and your 
cunningness made us look stupid. Because of you we lost our relationship 
with the girl's parents (our relatives foo). 


Later we have come to know that you got married. That was your will and 
wish. We don't have any involvement or opinions on your decision. You 
are 28 years old and you can decide what you want to do. We had no 
problem if you were even interested in marrying your first alliance. You 
lamented that your father was forcing you, when you were not 

interested. That was our only concern at that time, trying to help you. 


Now you are accusing us that we are ruining your marriage. How? We do 
not even know who the girl is or where she is from. Before your marriage, 
you sent another email to some other people stating that you wanted to 
keep your marriage a secret from us. We have stayed away from you and 
your family because we do not want to be involved in your personal affairs 
and problems. 


You mentioned that your grandmother (Jasmine Ramanjulu Sr.) was 
brainwashed by other people and is not in communication with your 
family. Perhaps you forgotten that you did not have the courtesy to inform 
her about your marriage. You expect that she should not feel any humility; 
and have a normal relationship with you? 


You are claiming that you are a more righteous and better Christian than 
the rest of the family. A true Christian does not lie or criticize, disrespect 
elders, and remains humble. It is apparent from your Facebook message 
that you lack all of these qualities. 


This letter has resulted from many years of you and your family's actions 
that have caused us grievances and hardships. We have kept our silence 
for the family unity throughout the past, but your last Facebook message 
has crossed the line. Stay away from us and live your life however you 
want to. Do not reach out to us or involve us in your problems ever again." 


Accordingly, we demand that you immediately cease your unlawful 
defamation of The Defendants. 
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If you do not comply with this demand, The Defendants are entitled to seek 
monetary damages and equitable relief for your defamation. In the event 
that you fail to meet this demand, please be advised that The Defendants 
will pursue all available legal remedies, including seeking monetary 
damages, injunctive relief, and an order that you pay court costs and 
attorney fees. Your liability and exposure under such legal action could be 
considerable. 


Before taking these steps, however, The Defendants wished to give you 
one opportunity to discontinue your illegal conduct by complying with this 
demand.
